Did Jesus Have a Lover? 

This question has been swirling around the Christian community for generations. Yet, since a 
book published in 1984 titled: Holy Blood, Holy Grail came out, it has been an international 
question, this was only then re-sparked by the book turned movie: The DaVinci Code. How this 
was started was that there was an ancient text found, which was later entitled: The Gospel of 
Mary. Within that text, Mary (supposedly Mary Magdalene) claims to have married Jesus, and 
then later given birth to his offspring. The text has been looked at and reviewed and has been 
proven to be of the time and era of Jesus. The complete text is lost, but from what is found, 
these ideas have been pulled forth from the text. There is also another "gospel" which had 
been found that stated the very same ideas and claims. It is believed (through Holy Blood, 
Holy Grail and in the DaVinci Code) that the early church, discarded these in an attempt to 
cover up this "truth" about Christ. The problem with these texts is that number 1., they do not 
line up with the teachings taught in the other gospels, which are written by the hands of 
KNOWN disciples of Jesus, number 2., they make claims that no other gospels of Biblical texts 
make and number 3., they do not line up with the Old Testament. With that being said, within 
the Gospels themselves as well as the Old Testament, there is NOTHING that would say that he 
had a lover. If he were to have had one, this would have been recorded in both the OT and NT 
and since it is not, we then can safely say with accuracy that Christ did not have a lover. 



What is life all about? 

There is no fulfillment in life without Christ. I've seen and you've seen people walk through life 
with everything, yet they are miserable. So life is not the possession of things. I've seen and 
you've seen people walking around who have all the fame you could imagine, yet still kill 
themselves. So life is not about being known. People who've had everything you could 
possibly dream of, still hate life. There was one man who tells us what Life is about, His name 
is Paul. Read Philippians 3:7-16: But whatever was to my profit I now consider loss for the sake 
of Christ. What is more, I consider everything a loss compared to the surpassing greatness of 
knowing Christ Jesus my Lord, for whose sake I have lost all things. I consider them rubbish, 
that I may gain Christ and be found in him, not having a righteousness of my own that comes 
from the law, but that which is through faith in Christ— the righteousness that comes from God 
and is by faith. I want to know Christ and the power of his resurrection and the fellowship of 
sharing in his sufferings, becoming like him in his death, and so, somehow, to attain to the 



resurrection from the dead. Pressing on Toward the Goal. Not that I have already obtained all 
this, or have already been made perfect, but I press on to take hold of that for which Christ 
Jesus took hold of me. Brothers, I do not consider myself yet to have taken hold of it. But one 
thing I do: Forgetting what is behind and straining toward what is ahead, I press on toward the 
goal to win the prize for which God has called me heavenward in Christ Jesus. All of us who are 
mature should take such a view of things. And if on some point you think differently, that too 
God will make clear to you. Only let us live up to what we have already attained.

Why does God sometimes test us in weird ways? 

James 1:2-4: "Count it all joy, my brothers, when you meet trials of various kinds, 
for you know that the testing of your faith produces steadfastness. And let 
steadfastness have its full effect, that you may be perfect and complete, lacking in 
nothing. 

James 1:12: "Blessed is the man who remains steadfast under trial, for when he 
has stood the test he will receive the crown of life, which God has promised to those 
who love him. 

1 Peter 4:12-19: "Beloved, do not be surprised at the fiery trial when it comes upon you 
to test you, as though something strange were happening to you. But rejoice insofar as 
you share Christ's sufferings, that you may also rejoice and be glad when his glory is 
revealed. If you are insulted for the name of Christ, you are blessed, because the Spirit 
of glory and of God rests upon you. But let none of you suffer as a murderer or a thief 
or an evildoer or as a meddler. Yet if anyone suffers as a Christian, let him not be 
ashamed, but let him glorify God in that name. 17 For it is time for judgment to begin at 
the household of God; and if it begins with us, what will be the outcome for those who 
do not obey the gospel of God? And 

"If the righteous is scarcely saved, what will become of the ungodly and the sinner?" 
Therefore let those who suffer according to God's will entrust their souls to a faithful 
Creator while doing good. 



The tests that come (some from God, some not) develop us into deeper, more dependant 
believers. If life were perfect, we wouldn't have need of God (in our own minds, although we 
still would). Also, the world as a whole is not a big fan of what Jesus stands for, so they will 
hurl insults at us and try to get s to leave the faith. 



Why does the church teach perfection if we can never be perfect? 

The laws in the Bible are hard to achieve. There are so many of them and daily 
everyone of us falls short of meeting the high standard. It seems ridiculous then, that an all 
knowing God would impose such impossible laws upon us. How can he ever expect us to do 
the laws he asks of us? 

Romans 3:20 "For by works of the law no human being will be justified in his 
sight, since through the law comes knowledge of sin." 

This means that we can't earn our way into heaven, the law was simply made to point out to 
us, that we aren't good in and of ourselves. It was meant to show us our need of God. If we're 
not justified by what we do. ..how then are we justified? 

Romans 3:23-26: "for all have sinned and fall short of the glory of God, and are 
justified by his grace as a gift, through the redemption that is in Christ Jesus, whom 
God put forward as a propitiation by his blood, to be received by faith. This was to 
show God's righteousness, because in his divine forbearance he had passed over former 
sins. It was to show his righteousness at the present time, so that he might be just and 
the justifier of the one who has faith in Jesus." 

How than can we follow through with the law? We know that God helps us, but how? 

Romans 2:29: "But a Jew is one inwardly, and circumcision is a matter of the 
heart, by the Spirit, not by the letter. His praise is not from man but from God." 

It's ONLY by the Spirit living in us that we can do anything good, which then gives the Glory to 
God, not us. If it were left up to us, we would fail but God in us makes us succeed!
